Keep Communism in 
Retreat, President 
Urges Congress

WASHINGTON (UR) — President 
Eisenhower called on Congress to* 
day 
to enact a 
program which 
would prevent any “serious inter­ 
ruption" in American prosperity, 
provide atomic age defenses at low­ 
er cost, and keep communism in 
retreat. 
In a 7.000 word State of the Un­ 
ion message to a joint session of 
the Senate and House, the Presi­ 
dent declared that his Republican 
administration had won “that pre­ 
cious intangible, the initiative" in 
the world struggle against commu­ 
nism. 
He promised to hold that advan­ 
tage and use it in the interest of 
lasting peace. 
He warned that we 
will "strike back” with “massive 
capability” *

Forty-eight cities a nd 24 c o u n ­ 
ties 
e ac h vt uh m o r e tha n IOO,OOO 
population, took part in the a s s o ­ 
c ia t io n -'' survey 
The study shoved that the aver­ 
age increase in real property valu­ 
ation in 1953 was 7.36 per cent. 
compared with 4 6 per cent in 1952. 
4 4 per cent in 1951 and 2.9 per 
cent in 1950. 
The biggest single hike was in 
Erie. Pa.* where assessed valuation 
leaped by 130 per cent, or $215,- 
000.'NHI. in a year Erie revised its 
assessments from a 1932-33 base to 
a 1952 base. 
boston was the only jurisdiction 
to report a drop in assessed v alua­ 
tion. a decline of 3 6 per cent 
But 
several—including Akron, O , Buf­ 
falo, N. V , and Salt Lake City, 
I tah 
noted losses in land value. 
In each case, however, there was 
an over all increase because of im­ 
provements. 
In Akron, the increase was big 
enough to place it among four juris­ 
dictions besides Erie with increases 
of more than 25 per cent over the 
previous year.

A friend 
of mine is haunting old houses that 
are to be torn down to find a m ar 


hie mantel which she hopes to con­ 
vert to a long, narrow coffee table. 
At a marble yard you will find a 
w ide selection of .shadings, veinings 
and colors, including black, white, 
pink, buff and green 
The simpler 
tho table top design, the less it will 
cost. 
My neighbor found that a three 
foot square of fine domestic m ar 
hie, polished on top and sides, 
would cost $42. This gives you a 
rough idea of cost, although prices 
will vary according to size, thick 
ness and grade of marble 
The table base in metal or wood 
could be worked out by an experi­ 
enced household handyman 
Hut 
marble is heavy- weighing around 
16 pounds per square foot 
so the 
base must be wellbuilt and de­ 
signed to support this weight. 
My neighbor took her problem 
to our local blacksmith and ho is 
building the wrought iron base. 
Marble has an inherent beauty 
that looks its most elegant, I think, 
in the simplest settings, which are 
also the least expensive.

H ere’s a trick to rem em ber in 
making tomato soup.
